1. Claims 1-4 and 10 are directed to a fault current limiter comprising: 

a series of phase coils and a series of neutral coils located adjacent a superconductive coil for fault current limiting 
phase faults and neutral earthing faults., 

2. Claims 5 and 1 1 is directed to a method of current hrniting earthing faults/an earth fault current limiter comprising 
utilising a fault current limiter between the electrical network and ground. 



3. Claims 7-9 are directed to a method of current limiting faults in a multi-phase electrical network comprising 
coupling superconductive fault current limiters in each of the phase lines and the neutral line between a transformer 
out put and a network input. 

The feature common to all of the above three sets of claims is a method of current limiting earthing faults/an earth ,■ 
fault current limiter. However this feature is not novel in the light of many patent specifications. See for example:
